Under current JCS directives the debriefing of returned prisoners of 
war or other repatriated personnel after their return te the US is not 4 
primary respomsibility of ASPIC (hereinafter referred to as ASC}. low 
ever, in the interest of economy and efficiency of operation, it is be- 
lieved this orpanization is well suited to conduct these debricfinrs. 
It is understood that each service is presently plani:a additional 
debriefines of a portion of their returnce personel for positive in- 
formation, as indicated in paracraph 2, within the U5. These separate 
actions will inevitably result in considerable duplication of effort | 
and unequal emphasis with Little over-all coordinations the following 
plan is proposed to deal effectively with this eltuation.
